hearings in which mine owners from 
all sections of Wisconsin 
appeared 
before

that mine .royalties were not income 
taxable under tho income tax 
law. 
They claimed that royalties were a 
depletion of the original capital. 
“ The line of precedent seems to 
be so uniform that we have little 
hesitation in treating 
the 
returns 
from a mine as income within the 
meaning of our law,” says the com­ 
mission, “ perhaps subject to a 
de­ 
duction for depreciation based upon 
the estimated life of 
the property, 
in analogy to income .from other ex­ 
haustible sources.”
